The cemmissiener disewsses at considerable 
length the condition of the five civilized tribes 
of the Indian territory; the Cherokeoss, Choe- 
taws, Chickasaws, Creeks and Seminoles. and 
sets forth the evil effects flowing from the hold- 
ing of theirjJand in common, contrary to the 
gomeral policy which isbeing pursued by the 
government with other Indians. 

It is shown by the agent's rgport that there 
is Within the limits of the terntory owned and 
occupied by the five civilized ‘tribes a popula- 
tion aggregating 100,500 souls, composed of 
U4,000 native Indians, adopted whites, freed- 
men, ete, and 385,500 white poeple who are 
there as Heensed traders, railroad meni, laor- 
ers, claiments to Indian citizenship, cattle- 
men, ‘intruders, thieves, inaiers, g Wwn- 
blers, ete. Over this vast popula- 
tien, with the ereat property interests in which 
these people are or may be interested or involved 
inside or outside of the territory, with several 
ruilroads already in operation, and others in 
eourse of construction threngh their country, 
there is ne judicial tribunal having jurisdiction 
ever questions involving the rights of property 
aml other civil matters of dispute between 
an Indian and « white man, or in which both 
parties are white men, or persuns having no 
recognized title to Indian citizenship. Though 
crimes committed cy such pariics may be tried 
in certain United Siates courts for designated 
districts in Arkansas, Kansas and Texus, vet 
many flagrant violations of lawand order go 
unpupished because of the expense and diffierl- 
lies of attendance wpon those courts. 

These tribes are communities of considvrable 
intelligence: their existing governments are as 
well administered as could be expected ih 
of the anomalous positions they occupy; they, 
have temples of justice, scinimaries and 
schools, and common schools scattered sve! 
their reservations; they have asylums for the. 
orphans, the blind, the crippled, the insane, 
snd the indigent. The Cherekees, Creoks and 
Cheetaws spend yearly about $200,000 for the 
edueation of their children, besides what is don 
among them by the various religious suctetie 
in that direetion.

Congress to Meet Without Any Special Bill Promi- 
nont Before It—The Inter-State Commerce 
Bill~ Ma ters in the Handa of Conferees— 

Notes of Interest from the Capital. 


WASITINGTON, December 5.—-The second. ses- 
sion of the forty-ninth congress will begin at 


noon temorrow, The legislative business of the 


session is expected to begin Tuesday. The un- 
finished husiness of tho session is the vetoed 
private pension bill, reported from the commit- 
tee on pensions with the recommendation that 
ithe passed over the veto. The first of the 
speeial orders is the Pacifie railroad tunding 
bill, which has been at the head of the calen- 
dar since last May. Senator Piatt’s resolution 
fur the consideration of executive nominations 
In open session, is the special order for Wednes-’ 
dav, and the censideration will be urged. With 
these three cxecptions, there are ne measures on 
he ealenda in position tofcommand the atteu- 
iion of the senate during the woek. 
WORK ON THE CALENDAR. 

The talendar contains 260 bills and resolu- 
tions, frem which number the senate will make 
iis seleetions for consideration. There is a 
prospect for an early agrecment by the 
conferces upon the interstate bills. Should this 
iuke place early in the week, the measure be- 
ing a conferenee report, might, at the eption of 
ihe conferees, displace all other business. It is 
not likely, hewever, that its consideration 
would be pressed before the following week. It 
is hardly probable that any other business of 
enpsequenece will be transacted in .the house 
during the early part of the wesk.

LOWELL, Mass., December 5.—A peculiarly 
Averevated case of bigamy has come to light. 
A little more thana year ago a man calling 
himself Charles C. Fletcher and professinz to 
be atevout Christian and also very wealthy. 
married Miss Chamberlain, a daughter of 
Charles Chamberlain, of this city. In a yery 
short time he-was arrested for threatening his 
wife's lite, -He was committed to jail,where he 
atter pted suicide by hanging himsclf with his 
sustenders. When he got out he sued Mr. 
{her %erlain for libeh -He then left the city. 
Since ‘hat time his record has been 
investigaied and a former wife 
heem found and  bronght to . Lowell. 
His veal name is. De Witt Piper, and his 
first vrife.cells a very sorrowful tale of his mis- 
doings. Piper married his first wife, whose 
name was Klizabeth Gilligan, in Ingefsoll, Ox- 
ford county, Ontario. Within a fow weeks he 
robbed her relatives and was kicked out of 
doors. His wife followed him to Sandford, a 
neighboring town. Then Piper sold off his 
furniture, which had been. paid for by- his 
wife’s earnings, and purehased an orchard at 
(hilieothe, Ohio. The trip was made from 
Canada in the dead of winter, and the patient 

vife suffered untold hardships. Before they 
were fanly settled, Piper pulled up stakes and 
«thried for Canada again. Next he turned up 
at Dr: Walker’s hygienic institution at Read- 
ing, Pa., where he receiyed medical treat- 
wwent, Which his wife paid for by performing 
housework. Tiring of hygiene he hurried off 
to New York, and became very solicitous about 
the bealth of her mother in Ireland and insist- 
ed upon her going there. While waiting for 
the steamer he consulted a lawyer about. pro- 
curing adivorce. He purchased a ticket for 
his wife, saw her on board the steamer, bade 
her a tearful farewell, then stole her ticket and 
slipped.ashore. The wife was left destitute 
snd alone, and on ber arrival. in Queenstown 
had. onlytwenty cents in her pocket. Her 
mothcr and her only brother had died hefore 
her arrival. and she -was literally alone.

ltunters kuow this characteristic of the deer, 
and are always prepared to take advantage of 
it. When th deer enters a pond it generally 
swims for the opposite shore. Then the hunter 
who has been on watch at the pond, follows it 
in 2 boat, and, if he does not care to waste any 
mere animal to death 
with his heavy paddle, the deer being entirely 
at his mercy. ‘Lhere has not been a day proba- 
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bly, during the hunting season any time these 
fifiv years that some Pike county hunter has not 
violated this particular provision of the game 
law, but no arrest was ever known to follow 
it. 

(mn Saturday, however, three hunters from 
Sussex county, N. J., were beating the woods 
aout Porter's pond for deer. ‘hey started a 

buck and drove it into the lake, whore they 
killed it. Itso happened that a native hunter 
was lying in wait at the pond, watching for the 
dashing into the water of some hard-pressed 
decr, with the presumable intention de- 
livering it from its chilly bath and tranefer- 
itto his cellar. The Jerseyman rather 
got the best of him, and his sense of juas- 
tice was at once aroused. The game law of 
the state had been vielated before his very eyes, 
ud he deterniined tu see thatthe law was 
vindicated. He obtained a warrant and arrest- 
ed the offending hunters. They wanted their 
decr, and also wanted it cheap, So they 
soothed the outraged citizen by paying. him 
$20 60, and he refused to proseeute. The Jer- 
s yen left for home with their back, but the 
other thirteen citizens of the township rose up 
as one man and made it so warm for the man 
who had taken the case out of the hands of the 
justice of the peace und #30 ont of the general 
fund that he did not tarry to make it good, but 
sought the inner depths of the woeds, where he 
is now somewhere housed.

ONE TRACKING SNOW, 


Revealing the Presence of Much Game, with 
which Hunters Have Varied Lueck. 

Port Jervis, N. Y, December 5.—There 
being a good tracking snow on Saturday, the 
McKane brothers, famous Pike county hunters, 
who live on tht site of Horace Greeley’s old 
kourierite settlement, five miles .back in ‘the 
vools from Lackawaxen. wont out after deer. 
They started four in a short time, but gota 
shot at only one, a doe, which Si MeKane 
killed. Three hahters to one deer are now out 
scouring the weods fur the three deer that got 
awiny. 

Jonas Shaffer, one of the three well knotwn 
Shatler brothers, two of-whom distingwished 
themselves some time ago by smoking out five 
hears frem their winter quarters back in the 
Highknob, and killmg themall, two of them in 
hand-to-hand fights, during which the hunters 
were stripped of every stitch of their clothing 
and a good deal of their flesh aiso, took advan- 
tage of the tracking snow on Saturday ahd 
went out in the Wescoline Pond region, three 
miles north of Lackawaxen, after deer. Selah 
Decker, aman named Broffett and two others 
were hunting together in the same woods; Im 
the course of the day a big deer came bounding 
along by Jonas Shaffer. He put a rifle ball 
from each barrel of his gun into the deer before 
it got cut of reach and killed it. While he was 
preparing to get the carcass in shape to carry 
home, Deeker, Breffett and the others of their 
party appeared on the scene. - Decker putin @ 
claim to the deer, on the ground that he had 
wounded it befure it came within range of 
Shaffer’s gun. TPeeker said he had hit thedeer 
with buckshot. The only wounds in the deer 
were two rifle ball holes. Decker claimed that 
one of the rifle bail wounds wasa buckshot 
wound, and demanded half the deer. Shaffer 
refused to allow the claim, and the two hunters 
pitched in to fight on the ownership of the 
careass. ‘The others of Decker’s party came to 
his aid, according to Shaffer’s story, and three 
of them held Shaffer down while the fourth ent 
the deer in half. They then carried of one- 
half and left himthe other. Shaffer threatens 
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to prosecute the party for aggravated assaalt 
and highway rebbery. 


Attempted Murder in a Penitentiary. 

Prrrsrura, Pa., December 5.—A convict in 
the Western penitentiary narrowly escaped be- 
coming a murderer a second time yesterday 
afternoon.

THE SPURT OF WATER 


Which Astonished Some Early Citizens of 
Rockdale, 
From the Conyers, Ga., Weekly. 
There is an artesian wel!—a genuine artesian 
well in this county. Not one eight inches in 
diameter bored with a heavy drill lifted high 
among the timbers of a massive derrick by a 
huge engine, but an artesian well four feet in 
ciamcter, dug with a pick aud spwle and 
blasted with powder. Thisis one among the 
curiosities of Rockdale. The well to which we 
refer is on Dr. J. F. Albert’s place in Lorraine 
district. It is twenty-two feet deep, and was 
dug almost entirely through solid rock. Tihis 
well was dug in I852, and is perbaps the oldest 
artesian Well in tle state. This is how it be- 
came an artesian well: One day while 
the diggers were working away, almost 
dispairing of ever reaching water, they 
were drilling a bole in the rock preparatory to 
making a blast, when the drill was hit a heavy 
blow and sent entirely throngh the rock, leav- 
ing a synail hole one or two inches in diameter. 
Ficm this opening the water spouted so rapidly 
and with such force that the workmen were 
ecippelled to leave their tools and elim) for 
dear life from the well: Higher and higher 
the water rose Ull it reached the top aud ran 
over, producing a stream ef considerable size. 
From this well a never-varying stream has 
been running since 1552. To many this story 
of Keckdale’s artesian well may seem in¢redi- 
bie, hut itis nevertheiess true, and is substan- 
tiatcd by tome of the oldest and best citizens of 
the county aud by the well itself.

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AN OLD SOLDIER SENT TO JAIL. 


William Knapp Gives Liimself Up for De- 
sertion Twenty-One Years Ago. 
From the Chicago Herald, 

Aman with rugged face and prizzied bean, 
attired in rough and russet garments, walked inio 
the military recruiting office, on South Clark street, 
yesterday, and, approaching the regisirar’s desk, 
said Caimly, “I am a deserter from the regular 
ariny, and come to surrender myself.”’ 

“State your case,’ cuitly rejoined the official, 
unmoved by the visitor’s sinyularly frank atti- 
tude, 

“] deserted twenty-one years ago. Do you de- 
sire my record?’ and being informed that his mili- 
tary record, and that alone, was wanted, the 
Siranger proceeded. 

“My name is William Knapp,and I livein Grove- 
town, Stark county, Indiana.

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JOUN SS. MOSBY, THE GUERILLA, 


The Famous Ex-Confederate as a Lectarer-- 
Several Incidents of His Life. 
Correspondence Cleveland Leader, 

1 am told that John S. Mosby, the guerrilla 
general and ex-coneul to Hong Kong, has agreed 
io deliver fifty lectures, for which he gets $300 a 
night. This will make $15.000 for fifty lectures, or 
for fifty utterances of one lecture, and it is by no 
means bad pay. “John Moshy,"’ said an old Cot, 
federate friend of his to me, ‘is as poor 444 church 
mouse and he will give these lectures because he 
wantemoney. Heceme out of the war without a 
dollar, atid ] don’t think he saved anything abroad, 
His son graduated with high honors at the Virginia 
university thig year, and I think he las other chil- 
dren, . His beautiful and telented wife is dead, and 
I doubt whether be has a bome he can call bis own. 

“John S$. Mosby isa slight, bent, blonde man, 
with a cold gray eye containing no more expres- 
sion than a boy’smarble.

He 
loyes bis friende ang hates his enemles, and he car- 
ries his fight to the death. I lately. heard a story 
from a captain in the union army of .q. seene in 
which Mosby took part during the war.

They could see him plainly within it, and 
they surrounded the field and Bégan to close in 
upen Moeby. They wanted to capture him, as he 
bed elready killed nearly half their regiment.

An Interesting Personage Who Lived to a 
Great Age. 
From the Youth’s Companion. 

The mother of President 
the great age of 98 years. [rom her marriage to 
her death she lived at Montpelier, the ancestral 
seat of the Madisons, a roving, old-fashioned man- 
sion in Virginia, filled with the mementoes of three 
or four generations. -This was her home in 1755, 
when Braddock’s defeat filled the region with pan- 
ic-stricken fugitives, and there she lived when her 
illustrious son retired from the presidency in 1817. 
She was still in cheerful health when General La- 
fayette paid his respects to her in 1826. 

After her husband’s death, in 1801, herson James, 
who inherited his father’s landed estate, greatly 
en'arged the mansion, but left the old part of it un- 
altered and reserved it for the exclusive use of his 
mother. He held ber in the deepest veneration, 
and studied her comfort and preferencesin all the 
arrangements of his house. She kept her old ser- 
vants about her, and lived in all respects accord- 
ing to her own fancy. 

One aged negro man, who had waited upon her 
halfacentury, still refused, et 90 yéars,}when his 
head was crowned witha haloa snowy hair, to 
give up bis place behind her chair. He sometimes 
slept upon the post of duty and stumbled about the 
dining-room in an alarming manner. 

Feveral negroes upon the estate were older than

her from the wife of the president. When General 
Lafa;ette was at Montpelier in 1825 he loved to 
strolltothe cabinof “Granny Milly,’”’ aged 140 
yi ars, Whose youngest grand-daughier was 70 years 
old, 

Milly was a vigorous woman past 50 when Lafay 
ette chassed Lord Cornwallis across Virginia during 
the revo.utionary war, and there she was in excel- 
lent preservation when hereturnedin 18%. He 
would come smiling to the mansion house bringing 
inhis hand afresh egg or a bunch of flowers, the 
gift of Granny Milly, 

Mother Madison was an interesting personage to 
the visitors who frequented the house. She had tc 
the last her own special garden, laid out in the 
formal and angular plan ofthe olden time, and 
cultivated by her own gardener. 

Nothing novel or modern was admitted to any 
portion of her domain. At 2 o'clock every day, 
when guests were at the house, she held a recen 
tion in her quaint sitting room, surrounded by rel- 
ics of the time when George [1L. was king. 

ebe sat upon a couch placed in the middle of this 
large end comfortable apartinent, with a table at 
her side, on which could always be seen her old 
bible and prayer book, the stay and comfort of her 
ave. Onthesame table lay a number of pairs of 
gloves and siockings, kuitted by herown hancis, 
nud marked with the pames of favored guests for 
whem she had made them. 

Here she received her. company, chatted with 
them pleasantly, and often gave them gloves or 
stockings esa parting gift from the great heap be- 
fore her.

A ROBUST BLIZZARD, 


Gow the Belle of a Dakota Village Lost. Her 
Life in a Storm,

A man just in from Fort Niobrara was warin- 
ing himself over arewisierinthe Sherman house 
late yesterday afternoon.
